Talking of the chances Gerald Chapman, noted bandit, 
has for becoming a free man, the Nashville Banner finds 
consolation in the fact that Cjiapman is doomed to lose 
his case. 
Incidentally the Banner takes an opportunity

It is taken as a matter of course that Chapman’s 
counsel will make an appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, that being the last resort now 
open to the condemned man. Chapman is now undér 
ú reprieve which expires on March 3, 1926, and there 
is small reason to believe that it will be extended. 
There is even less reason why it should be..................... 
:' Cb*pman\s case has served as a notable illustra­ 
tion of the ease with which a criminal possessed of 
any degree of money and influence can stave off 
the day of reckoning in this country, 
Admittedly a 
leader of criminals for years, Chapman has even gone 
so far as to boast of his contempt for society and the 
laws which it has enacted for the preservation of or­ 
der. and decency. 
There has never been any reason­ 
able doubt of his guilt in this murder trial, but he 
has been able to secure delay after delay and defeat 
the ends of justice for a long time. 
The fact that Chapman is still alive is the best 
possible evidence that criminal procedure i* still 
forced to wear leader! shoes in the United" States. If 
he had chosen to carry on his campaign of lawless­ 
ness in England he would have been hanged long 
sinee. 
The question of the alleged offender’s guilt 
or innocence is still superior to legal technicalities in 
that country. Pity though it is that a man of Chap­ 
man’s ability and intelligence should have deliberate­ 
ly chosen the baser way, the best interests of society 
demand that he shall die on the bed he has made for 
L self.
